A TEACHER accu¬ 
sed of assaulting a 
13-year-old school¬ 
boy failed to show 
up for his court 
appearance. 

Andrew Johnson had 
been appointed as the 
new principal of City 
of Ely Community 
College and was due to 
take over last week. 

But Johnson, formerly 
deputy headmaster of the 
Madejski Academy in 
Reading, is accused of 
battering a pupil there, 
and did not turn up at 
Reading Magistrates’ 
Court on Monday due to 
“issues” surrounding the 
case. 

The college has since 
appointed the former vice¬ 
principal Richard Baker as 
the acting new head, and 
told parents that Johnson 
will not join the college 
due to “personal circum¬ 
stances”. 

A statement on the City 
of Ely Community 
College’s website said: 
“Due to a change in his 
personal circumstances, 
the governors and the 
leadership team regret to 
inform you that Andy 
Johnson will not be 
joining the college as 
principal. 

“However, following a 
series of interviews and 
meetings over the summer, 
we are delighted that 
Richard Baker will take on 
the role as acting principal 
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for the 2008-2009 academic 
year.” 

A spokesperson for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil confirmed Johnson was 
not joining the college 
because of the allegation. 

He said: “When the 
school was told about the 
allegations against Mr 
Johnson and following the 
advice from the county 
council, the offer of 
employment at the City of 
Ely Community College 
was withdrawn. 

“Richard Baker will be 
acting principal and the 
recruitment process will 
re-start in due course. 

“There will be no effects 
on the school or the 
education of the pupils as 
a result of this.” 

Johnson, before being 
appointed deputy head of 
the academy in Reading, 
was the head of prog¬ 
rammes at the Specialist 
Schools and Academies 
Trust as well as being head 
of year and senior teacher 
at Sawtry Village College 
in the past. 

Reading Magistrates 
adjourned the case until 
Monday, October 13, after 
receiving a letter from 
Johnson’s solicitor inform¬ 
ing them he would not be 
able to attend Monday’s 
hearing. 

No plea was entered.

No place for DIY stores as 
council reject two schemes 


TWO major DIY stores 
have been refused plan¬ 
ning permission for 
premises on Ely’s Lisle 
Lane. 

Councillors on East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee agreed last 
Wednesday that neither the G 
and J Peck nor Ely Chemical 
Company sites were close 
enough to the city centre to 
grant permission. 

There were concerns that the 
proposed Focus and Homebase 
stores would encourage shop¬ 
pers to visit the sites by car, 
which in turn would block up 
Broad Street. 

Legal guidelines state that any 
retail development should not 
take trade away from the city 
centre and some councillors 
were also concerned that the 
superstores would fail to make 
use of the planned footpath 
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through the Vineyards to city 
centre stores. 

The refusals came just a 
month after Aldi was given 
permission to build on the 
opposite side of Lisle Lane after 
the company agreed to build a 
footpath linking Lisle Lane and 
the Vineyards to the city centre. 

Cllr James Palmer, a member 
of the district council’s planning 
committee and representative of 
Soham North, said the problems 
were with the applications, not 
the fact that they were to build 
DIY superstores. 

He said: “I cannot speak on 
behalf of the whole planning 
committee, but personally I saw 
problems in both applications. 

“The designs were not suitable 
for Lisle Lane, with it being in a 
conservation area and not being 
so close to the city centre. 


“One of the major concerns 
would be the increase in traffic 
to use the superstores which in 
turn would see people clogging 
up the city centre. 

“If the applicants came back 
to us with plans for somewhere 
else, such as Angel Drove, then I 
am sure they would stand a 
higher chance of being passed. 

“We want stores like these but 
they have to fit all the criteria in 
order to be passed.” 

But Neil Ridley, representing 
developers Cadena Holdings Ltd, 
with links to Ely Chemical 
Company, said a Homebase store 
would have provided “the 
critical mass of retail in Ely and 
stopped people driving else¬ 
where to shop”. 

A spokesman for Location 3 
Properties Ltd, developers of 
Focus, blasted the refusal. 

He said: “The jobs and 
investment this scheme would 
have brought to the city have 


now been lost and in the mean¬ 
time the residents of Ely will 
continue to be denied a decent, 
competitive DIY store with no 
realistic prospect of an alter¬ 
native in the near future. 

“The people of Ely deserve 
better.” 

But Cllr Bill Hunt, who 
represents Haddenham for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, confirmed that the 
refusals were not because they 
were based on DIY stores, but 
because the applications were 
simply “not suitable”. 

Cllr Hunt, who attended the 
planning committee meeting, 
said: “These developments were 
not suitable for Lisle Lane based 
both on design quality and the 
impact on the city centre. 

“Areas such as Broad Street 
would have literally been 
clogged up and that is not what 
we want.”

Cromwell crowds cast off spell 


ELY Cathedral came alive with 
period dancing displays and 
musket firing on Saturday. 

A wide range of activities were 
held to mark the 350th 
anniversary of Oliver Cromwell’s 
death, including entertaining 
re-enactments from Sir Gilbert 
Hoghton’s Companie of Foote. 
Despite flooding in other parts 
of the city the event, which 
attracted at least 1,000 people, 
was largely unaffected by a 
supposed curse from a white 
witch to summon rain, suffering 
only a brief spell of showers. 
Kevin Carlyon, the high priest of 
the British Coven of White 
Witches, had threatened to 
make it pour because he was 
angry about Cromwell’s 
persecution of pagans. 

Tracey Harding, tourism team 
leader at the Ely Tourist 


Information Office, said: “It was 
a fantastic day and everyone 
really seemed to enjoy 
themselves. 

“The white witch spell did not 
faze us one bit - things actually 
brightened up from the Friday 
ready for the event and we only 
had a small shower, so that was 
good. 

“The battles and re-enactment 
demonstrations were 
particularly popular.” 

There were also displays by a 
blacksmith, candle-makers, 
dyers and lots of other fun 
activities for the whole family. 
Chris Modd, from the 
re-enactment group, said: “We 
had an excellent time - we did 
two arena performances and 
there were at least a couple of 
hundred people watching them 
each time.”

Shopping street 
car ban rejected 


PLANS to pedestrianise Ely 
High Street as part of a 
radical transport strategy 
have been scrapped after 
concerned shopkeepers said 
it would have a detrimental 
effect on their businesses. 

A recent survey by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
found that although 70 per 
cent of business owners were 
in favour of extending pedes- 
trianisation, the majority said 
now was not the time. 

Fears were raised that the 
bid could hamper deliveries, 
disabled shoppers, and access 
for the emergency services. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chair¬ 
man of the Ely Traders’ 
Association, said traders did 
see potential in permanent 
pedestrianisation but other 
issues needed to be dealt with 
first. 

She said: “The question¬ 
naire showed traders were 
not in favour of permanently 
pedestrianising Ely High 
Street at the moment. 

“Four or five years ago 
there was a pilot scheme 
where the area was pedest¬ 
rianised on a Thursday for 
market day but it was 
unsuccessful. 


“There was an outcry from 
market traders and shop¬ 
keepers about a huge loss in 
takings and hence it was 
scrapped. 

“This is what has been 
voiced again in the survey - 
business owners are worried 
about deliveries, disabled 
access and emergency ser¬ 
vices’ access to name just a 
few, so the idea has been axed 
for the time being. 

“Personally, other things 
need dealing with first, such 
as better car parking in the 
city and dealing with the Ely 
Masterplan before this is 
carried out.” 

Officers creating the city’s 
Market Town Strategy con¬ 
firmed there were concerns. 

A spokesman said: “Some 
concerns and opposition to 
further pedestrianise the 
High Street at this time have 
been raised by the Ely 
Traders’ Association and 
other members. 

Given that there are mixed 
views it will not be pursued at 
this time.” 

The transport strategy has 
also highlighted other proj¬ 
ects for the city, including 
improvements for cycling. 


Silver win for Ely’s floral display 


ELY was among the winners 
in the Anglia in Bloom 
Awards which were 
announced on Tuesday. 

Floral display winners were 
Ely, Huntingdon, Newmarket 
and St Neots who all received 


silver gilt awards. 

The category winner was 
Bury St Edmunds with a 
gold award. 

Chatteris was awarded silver 
gilt in the category for towns 
of 6,001-12,000 population. 


Trader’s fury after 
battle with floods 


A FURIOUS shop mana¬ 
ger has blasted council 
chiefs and Anglian 
Water bosses, after his 
premises flooded over 
the weekend. 

Stephen Smith, manager of 
the One Stop Shop on St Johns 
Road, Ely, was forced to battle 
the flash flooding from Friday 
to Sunday with the police, 
despite calling Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council, 
Anglian Water and the fire 
service for assistance. 

Heavy downpours, which 
experts claim contained a 
month’s rainfall in a single 
day, saw water pour into 
homes and shops as drains 
struggled to cope. 

Just two years ago St Johns 
Road was submerged four 
times in five days after 
torrential rain, and Mr Smith 
said the route needs to be 
sorted before the winter rains. 

He said: “St Johns Road has 
been dug up around eight 
times now to deal with the 
drains and every time we 
think finally it has been 
sorted. 

“On Friday the rain was 
horrendous and the street just 
flooded with waves of murky, 
smelly water. 

“I called the county council, 
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Anglian Water, the police and 
the fire service to get some 
assistance but nobody came 
apart from the police. 

“All these authorities do is 
pass the blame onto each 
other and nobody could even 
provide me with sandbags. 

“In the end one policeman, 
who I would like to thank 
hugely, put plastic bags on his 
feet and helped me and three 
members of staff keep water 
out the door by bunging 
papers up against it. 

“This has happened so 
many times before and 
everyone is sick of it now. 

“The authorities need to 
take responsibility and sort it 
for good.” 

Steven Dighton, area maint¬ 
enance manager for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, 
said: “We understand the 
residents concerns and engin¬ 
eers were out in Ely on Friday 
night but found no blockages 
in the highway drains which 
lead into the Anglian Water 
controlled system. 

“Around a month’s rainfall 
was reported as due to fall on 
Friday and this mostly fell in 
a short burst. 


“This filled the system but 
did drain away from most 
affected roads within an hour. 

“The county council has 
already spent around £160,000 
in the last two years 
improving drainage in Ely 
and engineers closed Silver 
Street on Friday to jet gullies 
ready for the rains. 

“We will continue to work 
with Anglian Water to look for 
ways of improving drainage 
but unfortunately it is very 
difficult for any system to 
cope with a tropical downpour 
such that fell on Friday.” 

An Anglian Water 
spokesperson said: “Despite 
our best endeavours no 
drainage system can cope 
with what has been quoted as 
a month’s rain falling in a 
single day. 

“We have been working 
closely with Cambridgeshire 
County Council to ensure that 
the networks of pipes and 
road gulleys were working to 
their maximum capacity and 
that there were no blockages 
to hinder the flow of water. 

“Flooding of this type has 
been experienced across the 
country as a result of 
torrential and often very 
localised downpours.”

Taxpayers face 
&250k bin for 


Mereham fight

TAXPAYERS are facing a 
£250,000 legal bill after two 
councils successfully fought 
plans to create a new town. 

Campaigners against the 5,000- 
home Mereham settlement were 
“elated” when the Government threw 
out the plans for the development off 
the A10 near Stretham last week. 

Hazel Blears, Secretary of state for 
communities, discarded the proposal 
because of its potential impact on 
neighbouring villages and traffic 
problems on the notorious A10. 

But celebrations turned to 
disappointment when Ms Blears 
announced the costs from the three- 
year battle over Mereham will not be 
awarded to the councils involved - 
leaving taxpaying residents to pick up 
the pieces. 

East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil and Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, who vigorously opposed the new 
development, agreed to work together 
to take on the developers Multiplex 
Stannifer at a public inquiry 

The news that the costs from the 
inquiry will not be recovered has left 
councillors disappointed. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
expressed outrage that public funds 
had been lost fighting a private 
company’s “gamble on making a fast 
buck” adding: “While the victory over 
the proposed new town of Mereham 
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was good news for all of us, the news 
that we have not been awarded costs is 
extremely disappointing. 

“It is infuriating that we have rec¬ 
ently received money from the Gov¬ 
ernment because of our good plann¬ 
ing performance, only to lose it again 
to defend our position on Mereham. 

“We did not start this fight - we had 
our own plans for managed growth in 
the district - but it seems the taxpayer 
is going to pick up the bill because a 
developer gambled on winning a 
public inquiry and making a fast 
buck.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who led the “Say No 
to Mereham” campaign, and 
represents Stretham for East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, says 
the decision not to refund the councils 
with the costs is “shameful”. 

Cllr Matt Bradney, cabinet member 
for growth and infrastructure at the 
county council, said: “The £250,000 
which the two councils have had to 
find in legal costs could have been 
used to improve a number of services. 

“It seems staggering that a private 
sector company with money to throw 
at a cheap punt is depriving the 
residents of Cambridgeshire of vital 
services.”

MORE than 2,500 jobs and 
millions of pounds worth 
of investment could be 
coming to Ely after a 90- 
acre extension to a busin¬ 
ess park was approved. 

The application to extend the 
Lancaster Way Business Park 
has been unanimously approved 
by members of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee.

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Advice charity hit 
by flood of debt 


More middle class and older people are 
asking for help from the Citizens Advice 
Bureaux in Cambridgeshire as the credit 
crunch bites. But the charity is also feeling 
the pinch. RACHEL EXTANCE reports. 


S PIRALLING bills 
have seen the 
number of people 
struggling to pay back 
their debts soar across 
the region. 

Citizens Advice Bureaux 
(CABs) across the county 
have seen a rise in residents 
asking for help as many find 
themselves unable to pay 
their mortgage and are at risk 
of losing their homes. 

Advisers in Cambridge said 
they are “flooded” with 
inquiries. Spiralling debt prob¬ 
lems account for a quarter of 
cases at Newmarket CAB, 
while Ely CAB saw a 133 per 
cent increase in the past year. 



Robert Johnson, specialist 
team co-ordinator for debt at 
Cambridge CAB, said more 
“middle class” people were 
coming through the door and 
he was also concerned about 
the number of older people 
with problems. 

He said: “It’s a flood. We 
have always dealt with people 
on the bottom rung of the 
ladder, now we are seeing 
people higher up the ladder, 
more towards the middle 
class people, having serious 
debt problems.” 

He said while consumer 
debt still accounted for the 
majority of inquiries, those 
facing repossession were 
increasing. 

Mr Johnson said: “We are 
seeing people coming from 
across the board now. It’s 
worrying the number of older 
people we are getting in. 

“We are seeing retired 
people who are still paying 
mortgages and that’s a 
worrying trend. 


“With the utilities going up 
so high, people are definitely 
not coping.” 

But while CABs across the 
area are seeing more people 
coming to them for help, 
some have money worries of 
their own. 

Soham’s Citizens Advice 
Bureau, which operates from 
an office in Churchgate 
Street, is set to close next 
month after its £7,000-a-year 
funding was cut by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council. But campaigners 
have called for the council to 
reinstate the allowance after 
new figures showed a sharp 
increase in those asking for 
advice on debt, housing and 
benefits. 

Statistics released last 
week show Ely CAB, which 
operates a one-day-a-week 
service, dealt with 408 clients 
with debt problems in the 
year 2007/08 - an increase of 
133 per cent on the 175 seen 
in the previous year. 



The total number of people 
contacting the two CABs 
about debt was also up by 18 
per cent - from 1,712 to 
2,019-dueto rising 
redundancies and soaring 
living costs. 

Beverley Howard, manager 
of Ely and Soham CAB, said: 
“Demand for our services is 
increasing in difficult financial 
times, so it’s a shame we 
have to reduce our services. 
We’ve also seen a significant 
increase in employment 
problems, with people 
coming to us for advice on 
redundancies. These 
problems are all signs that 
people are struggling.” 


Those facing repossession 
approached Newmarket CAB 
about debts totalling around 
£1.5 million in the past year. 

A report for the bureau’s 
annual meeting said debt 
made up more than 23 per 
cent of inquiries. 

Mr Johnson’s advice to 
anyone facing debt problems 
is simple: “Get in touch as 
quickly as possible.” 

He said if people faced a 
range of debts, their first 
priority should always be the 
mortgage, adding: “Don’t 
leave it until it’s too late. 
Always deal with it as early as 
possible and tell creditors 
what you are doing.” 


Scheme has 
funding to 
give away 

GRANTS worth a total of £750,000 
are up for grabs in Cambridge¬ 
shire.

£750,000 to make grants from 
between £250 to £5,000 in a 
straightforward and easy way, to 
voluntary and community groups 
with annual income below £20,000. 

Businesses across Cambridge¬ 
shire were also invited to get 
involved through investing in the 
scheme’s innovative endowment 
match challenge - the first of its 
kind in England. 

Phil Hope, Minister for the 
Third Sector, said: “Cambridge¬ 
shire is full of small groups and 
individuals who work tirelessly to 
tackle local problems. 

“Part of this £130 million fund 
is dedicated to supporting their 
efforts.”

Drunken man pushed 
wife down the stairs 


AN alcoholic grabbed his wife by the 
throat and pushed her down the stairs, a 
court heard. 

Robin Kamlesh Deo, of Toates Close, 
Wilburton, was remanded in custody 
after admitting two separate attacks on 
his wife, Gita, plus an assault on a family 
friend. 

Ely Magistrates’ Court heard how Deo, 
38, hit Gita several times on the head and 
grabbed her around the stomach, before 
“digging his nails in” and pushing her 
down the stairs on July 1. 

His wife, who said she was struggling 
to breathe at the time, managed to call 
the police, and Deo was arrested and 
charged. 

Gareth Jacques, prosecuting, said Deo 
was an alcoholic who drank daily and 
had consumed at least eight cans of beer 
and a bottle of wine before this assault. 
Then on Monday, September 1, Deo 
assaulted his wife when he was again 
drunk. 

Mr Jacques explained how Deo 
drunkenly called Gita at work to say he 
would drive her home. She persuaded 
him to book her a taxi instead, but it did 
not arrive and she decided to walk home. 

Andrew Simpkins, a family friend, 
who had been drinking with Deo, 


telephoned and heard him shouting and 
being abusive in the background. 

He then visited the couple where a 
vicious argument broke out over the 
issue of Deo driving the car. 

Deo threw punches at his friend while 
swearing at him and Gita. He then 
grabbed her by the throat, which he 
claimed was to protect her from the 
tussle between him and Mr Simpkins. 

Mr Simpkins took the car keys from 
Deo so he could not drive but he was 
punched and kicked as he lay on the 
floor. Gita was thrown on to the stairs 
and managed to call the police. Deo fled 
but later handed himself in to police. 

Guy Holland, mitigating, said Deo 
denied kicking Mr Simpkins but 
admitted he did “over-react”. 

He said Deo suffered from diabetes and 
depression. He had booked an appoint¬ 
ment with his doctor to address his 
alcohol issue. Deo lost his job in 
February, making him “more stressed” 
than usual. 

Sue Griffin, presiding magistrate, 
remanded Deo in custody and described 
the assaults as “viciously violent”. 

The case was adjourned until 
September 25 when he will reappear at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court.

Case made for 23 
threatened P.0.s 


LOCAL authorities in 
Cambridgeshire have sub¬ 
mitted objections to plans to 
axe 23 post office branches. 

Cambridgeshire Tog¬ 
ether, which consists of 
county and district coun¬ 
cils, fire service and police 
authorities, NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and other 
community groups, has 
lodged its formal response 
with Post Office Ltd. 

It has objected to the 
arrangements in place 
regarding eight of the 
closures and is urging the 
Post Office to reverse its 
decisions. 

The report argues some 
of the remaining branches 
will be unable to cope with 
the influx of extra custo¬ 
mers. 

It states: “Many of the 
alternative branches sug¬ 
gested in the branch access 
reports are already afflicted 
by acute staffing capacity 
issues causing an inade¬ 
quate service. Examples of 
bad customer practice in¬ 
clude long queues requiring 
a 15-30 minute wait, lack of 
clear signage and access¬ 
ibility issues particularly 
for vulnerable groups. 
These issues all exist now - 
before the closure pro¬ 
gramme in Cambridgeshire 
is implemented.” 

The document also ar¬ 
gues specific branches have 
special reasons why they 
should be kept.

The St John’s branch in 
Hills Road, Cambridge, will 
have to cope with 1,000 
extra homes in the 
surrounding area. It also 
argues the Little Downham 
branch is a “vital and nec¬ 
essary community facility 
for residents”. 

The report says the needs 
of Impington residents 
have not been taken into 
account and calls for a “stay 
of execution” to evaluate 
the impact of the new 
guided busway, which runs 
through the village. 

It also criticises the 
appraisal of the Over 
branch, and calls for it to be 
given more time to prove it 
should have a future.

The happiest families 
are found in Fenland 


FAMILIES living 
near Ely and in 
Fenland are the 
happiest in Cam- 
bridgeshire, 
researchers have 
found. 

East Cambridgeshire 
and the Fens were the 
county’s highest entry 
in the national rankings 
presented to the annual 
conference of the Royal 
Geographical Society 
and Institute of British 
Geographers, coming in 
at number 43 out of 273 
districts. 


The area beat Hunt¬ 
ingdonshire, which took 
83rd place, and Cam¬ 
bridge and South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, which were 
112th. Peterborough was 
even lower, at 158. 

The table was based 
on the British House¬ 
hold Panel Survey, 
which asked more than 
5,000 households about 
their wellbeing and 
happiness, as well as the 
census. 

Nationally, the hap¬ 
piest places were Breck¬ 
nock, Montgomery and 
Radnor, in Powys, with 


eight of the top 10 
happiest places in 
Scotland and the north 
of England. 

Dr Dimitris Balias, of 
Sheffield University, 
who conducted the 
research, said people 
who lived in the same 
place for a long while 
tended to be happier 
than those who moved 
around a lot. 

He added: “The envi¬ 
ronment, lack of green 
spaces, air and noise 
pollution, crime rates 
can all influence 
happiness.”

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Police officer 
on the trail 
of Fen Tigers 


A POLICE officer is 
attempting to prove - or 
disprove - the existence 
of wild big cats in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Pc Paul Carter, a wildlife 
officer at Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary, is investigating 
reports of sightings of the 
mysterious animals within 
the region and says there 
have been five so far this year. 

The most recent report 
came from a couple in 
Isleham at about 10pm on 
August 26. They reported 
seeing a black feline creature 
of knee height with a long tail 
which had a bulbous tip. 

Pc Carter said: “I have been 
fascinated by the possible 
existence of these creatures 
for many years. Since becom¬ 
ing a member of the Rural 
Community Action Team 
(RCAT) four years ago I have 
heard many stories from 
locals about big cats prowling 
our countryside. 

“I recently decided to plot 
these sightings on a map and 
monitor the reported activity 
It would be wonderful to be 
able to prove or disprove their 
existence in Cambridgeshire 
once and for all.” 

The majority of reports to 
the police of the “Fen Tiger” 
come from farmers who say 
they have had cattle and 
sheep attacked by a cat-like 
creature. 

Descriptions vary from a

large black panther-like cat to 
a smaller brown spotted lynx- 
type animal. 

One theory is that before 
laws were introduced in 1973 
to control the import of exotic 
animals such as the lynx and 
the puma they were bought 
into the UK and kept as 
curiosities in private collect¬ 
ions. They may have escaped 
or been set free and could still 
be surviving in the wild. 

Pc Carter said: “These 
animals are indigenous to 
North America and the mixed 
terrain of our county, along 
with the weather conditions, 
would provide the right envir¬ 
onment for them, if indeed 
they exist. 

“I’m sure there must have 
been more sightings than 
those which have been 
reported to the police. It’s not 
necessarily something people 
would call us to report and 
many are not sure of what 
they have seen. 

“As most sightings occur 
after dark it is possible that 
people’s minds can play tricks 
on them. However, I have 
spoken to many people over 
the years who are absolutely 
convinced about what they 
have seen.”

EPCs soon to be a must 


FROM October 1, all 
properties on the lettings 
market will require an 
Energy Performance 
Certificate (EPC). 

Energy efficiency is now a 
major factor when renting 
a property. 

Nearly nine out of 10 
private tenants are 
concerned about 
increases in domestic 
energy costs, according to 
new research conducted 
by the Energy Efficiency 
Partnership for Homes 
(EEPH). 

Jane Ingram, head of 
Savills Lettings, 
commented: “The impact 
of the credit crunch, in 
conjunction with soaring 
energy prices, is making 
consumers more aware of 
how much they spend. 
“Whilst last year this 
initiative may have been 
brushed aside as 
unnecessary, the current 
economic climate is such 
that it may well have an 
impact on the tenant’s 
decision making process.” 
So, what does this mean 
for landlords? 

“An EPC is relatively

inexpensive and will be 
valid for 10 years,” 
continues Jane. 

“From next month, it will 
be compulsory for all 
landlords to provide an 
EPC prior to any lettings 
viewings. Failure to do so 
could result in a fine. If a 
property is currently 
tenanted, or the contract is 
being renewed, an EPC 
will not need to be carried 
out until that tenancy 
comes to an end.” 

Jane Dixon, head of 
Lettings for Savills 
Cambridge, added: 
“Tenants can, of course, 
ask a landlord to make 
changes as part of an offer 


but landlords are under no 
legal requirement to 
oblige. 

“That said, given the level 
of stock within the market 
place, some landlords may 
want to consider ways in 
which they can make their 
properties more energy 
efficient, thereby giving 
their property an edge on 
the competition. 

“It is, however, worth 
remembering that 
landlords may be 
restricted in what 
measures they can take to 
increase the energy 
efficiency of their building. 
For example, if the 
landlord owns a flat within 
a converted block, 
carrying out roof insulation 
will require not only the 
consent, but also the 
financial input, of other 
residents. 

“Our property 
management teams will be 
able to recommend and 
arrange an EPC for our 
landlords and any works 
that they would like to be 
carried out as a result of 
the report,” Jane 
concluded.

MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Send off change of address cards. 

- Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ " Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


^ Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale.

[VERDICT | 


Peugeot 



THE 308 is a good all-round 
hatch, rivalling the Ford 
Focus and Renault Megane, 
doing all the things that 
you need from a car in that 
market sector. 

The estate version is the more 
practical machine though and, 
although it simply looks like a 
hatchback with a longer boot, it is 
vastly different inside. 

Firstly, there are seats for seven 
people with the standard 
two+three seats being joined by a 
third row of two seats in the boot. 
Secondly, all of the seats can be 
removed to create a load-lugger of 
some considerable ability. Lastly, 
each of the rear five seats can be 
removed individually - suffice to 
say, the 308 SW has a flexible 
interior in the truest sense of the 
phrase. 

All this means that the humble 
motoring journalist has a great 
deal of difficulty trying to 
describe exactly what the 308 SW 
is as it’s an estate that is more 
MPV-like inside than many

MPVs. I think the best way to 
describe it is a family car, a cop- 
out I know, but by far the best 
description of its abilities. 
Whether being used for everyday 
duties, taking the kids and their 
friends to school or going on 
holiday, the 308 SW will more than 
cope with excellent levels of 
luggage space. 

Joining the practicality on the 
list of positives is the 
specification. With good levels of 
kit in all of the 308 SW’s models, 
the Sport and SE models boast a 
Cielo panoramic glass roof which 
creates a light and airy interior. 
The seats are comfortable and 
supportive even on long journeys 
and there are enough features to 
keep everyone comfy and 
entertained along the way. There 
are front, side, driver, passenger 
and curtain airbags and to try and 
prevent those from being needed 
ABS with electronic brake force 
assist is standard on all models. 

The 308 SW range comes with 
three different varieties of petrol 
and diesel engines but the model I 
had on test, the 308 SW Sport HDi 
136, had the 2.0-litre diesel unit 


■ FEW WEAKNESSES, MANY STRENGTHS 

producing 136bhp and 2401b ft of 
torque. The quoted combined fuel 
figure of 47.8mpg feels about right 
and tallies with the model’s trip 
computer economy reading, and 
the emissions figure of 155g/km 
C02 is pretty good for a car of 
this size. 

The engine felt strong and the 
torque pulled the car along 
smoothly and with the minimum 
of fuss. The power available 
allows for relaxed motorway 
cruising and the disc brakes pull 
you up to a sharp stop if needed. 
Because the 308 SW is based on a 
hatchback, you don’t get the high 
centre of gravity that you have 
with many MPVs so the handling, 
dynamics, body roll and grip all 
compare very favourably against 


. the Peugeot 308 SW Sport HDi 136. 

the style that has become the 
standard family car shape. 

The biggest positive is one that 
is not quantifiable - the looks. 
The 308 SW’s design is based on 
the hatchback’s and that means it 
doesn’t look like an MPV. If you 
have a family but still want to 
look as though you enjoy your 
driving, the 308 SW will offer the 
practical space needed but 
without the stigma that comes 
with many MPVs. 

Basically 

The 308 SW is a very practical 
family car that should stand the 
ruthless tests of children well and 
strong engines and nimble 
handling make for an involving 
drive for the parents.

Spiralling 
cost of 


garages 
hits hard 


CAR servicing rates 
are rising sharply with 
garages charging 
labour rates of up to 
£200 an hour, it was 
disclosed this week. 

The news comes at the 
same time as a survey 
reveals that the cost of 
keeping a car on the road 
has far outstripped the rate 
of inflation over the last 
decade. 

The study shows that it 
now costs an average of 
£2,395 a year for motorists to 
insure, service, tax and fuel 
a vehicle, according to price 
comparison firm 

uSwitch.com. 

It added that if costs had 
stayed in line with inflation, 
drivers would now be paying 
only £1,787. 

The company also said 
that if running costs 
continued to rise at the 
current rate, by 2017 
motorists would be paying 
an average of £3,659 - or a 
national spending figure 
total of £114 billion - to keep 
their cars on the road. The 
current total annual spend 
is £75 billion. 

The car servicing part of 
this equation has long been 
under scrutiny, with 
campaigners - not least 
motoring expert Quentin 
Wilson - calling for a fairer 
structure for garage 
services. 

New figures reveal that 
labour rates for mechanics 
have increased 11.3 per cent 
since the summer of 2006, 
with the average now £75.17 
an hour, a Warranty Direct 
survey showed. 

The average franchise 


dealer is now charging 
£94.70 an hour compared 
with £87.91 in 2006 - a rise of 
7.7 per cent. 

The average rate for a 
mechanic at an independent 
garage has risen 14.9 per 
cent over the same period - 
from £48.43 to £55.63. 

Warranty Direct analysed 
labour rates at nearly 2,000 
garages to highlight the 
dramatic price differences 
that occur across the 
country. 

Greater London is the 
most expensive region at 
£94.26 an hour. This 
compares with £68.70 for 
Edinburgh, £78.81 across 
Merseyside and a similar 
figure of £78.01 for 
Cornwall. 

London was also home to 
the most expensive dealer, 
charging £198.86 an hour. 

Warranty Direct 

managing director Duncan 
McClure Fisher said: “This 
is not great news for 
motorists who are already 
feeling the pinch at the 
pumps.” 

Ashton Berkhauer, of 
uSwitch.com, said: “The 
Government has been 
accused of being anti¬ 
motorist and there is little in 
our report to persuade 
Britain’s drivers otherwise. 

“The cost of petrol, 
insurance and servicing has 
soared, far outstripping the 
rate of inflation. 
Collectively, British drivers 
are forking out £19 billion 
more a year than they would 
have had to if the cost of 
keeping a car on the road 
had simply increased in line 
with inflation over the last 
decade.” 

Meanwhile, even though 
oil prices have 
fallen this week, 
no benefit will be 
passed on to the 
motorist, 
apparently due to 
the weak value of 
the pound. The 
average cost of a 
litre of unleaded 
now stands at 
112p, with a litre 
of diesel 

averaging 123p.
